lican form of government founded when our Constitution was made.” 





ger GREATEST heritage that has 
f 


allen to any single people in his- 
tory is our Federal Constitution. 


In this age of perplexing problems 
and chaotic conditions there is nothing 
one can do with so great profit, to gain 
a clear concept of cause and remedy, 
as to go back and read the history of 
this Country for a few years before 
the Constitution was written, and a 
few years after it was written. 


It would have a far-reaching influ- 
ence for good if the American people 
who are seeking a way out of almost 
insurmountable difficulties, debts and 
taxes could be persuaded to study the 
Constitution and read the discussions 
that led up to the meeting of the Con- 
stitutional Convention and the argu- 
ments advanced in the “Federalist” and 
elsewhere for its adoption. 


Before the Constitution was written, 
a mob drove our Congress from Phila- 
delphia into New Jersey, Shay’s rebel- 
lion assaulted the courthouses in the 
State of Massachusetts, money was worth 
two and one half cents on the dollar, 
and we had no credit anywhere. 


ORDER OUT OF CHAOS 


In that black night of chaos and 
darkness and despair, fifty-five men 
met in Philadelphia and wrote the Con- 
stitution; and almost immediately, gov- 
ernmentally, light began to come out 
of darkness, order began to come out 
of the chaos. 


During the hundred years following 
its adoption and the founding of this 
Republic, we made more progress, ma- 
terial, mental, and moral, than the 
world had known in all times before. 
During that hundred years we were the 
most normal people in our Homes, in 
our Schools, in our Churches, and in 
our Industry that history records. 


Before the Constitution was written, 
the pendulum of government through- 
out the centuries had swung back and 
forth from monarch to mob. Alexander 
Hamilton, the master mind of the Con- 
stitutional Convention, said: “We are 





forming a republican government. Real 
liberty is never found in despotism, or 
the extremes of democracy. If we in- 
cline too much to democracy, we will 
shoot into a monarchy.” 


Which in today’s parlance means a 
dictatorship. 


In other words, we will be subject 
to the caprices of fraud called the 
“United Nations” and the flim flam 
called the World Bank of the Inter- 
national “Money Changers” who aim 
to dominate the trade of the world, 
our own included. The Constitution pro- 
vided a middle ground, a representative 
government, and the founders called 
it a Republic. It guarantees to each 
of the States a Republican form of 
government. 


SOUGHT TO AVOID EXTREMES 


The men who wrote the Constitution 
and founded this Republic strove to 
avoid the extremes of feudalism on 
the one hand, and all forms of Social- 
ism and Communism on the other; and 
they sought also to avoid paternalism. 
So strong was the devotion of the build- 
ers of this Republic to the Constitu- 
tion, that provision was made for pub- 
lic officials to take an oath to support 
it. 














There is much talk of democracy 
on the part of a very great proportion 
of government officials, lawmakers, and 
educators who have a woeful lack of 
understanding of that oath, or an in- 
difference toward it that borders on 
contempt. There is not the faintest hint 
of a suggestion that the Constitution 
provided for direct action in any way, 
which is the method of democracy; 
and public officials are still required to 
take a solemn oath to uphold the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and that 
is the only thing they are sworn to do. 


The penalty which the Constitution 
provides for violation of that oath in 
the least particular is removal from 
office. Violation of the oath to sup- 
port the Constitution is disloyalty to 
the American people of the most dan- 
gerous kind. 


SWINGING AWAY FROM 
FIRST CONCEPTIONS 


So long as we adhered to the guid- 
ance of the wise provisions of the Con- 
stitution, we made great progress and 
wielded a wholesome influence on the 
other countries of the world. But dur- 
ing the latter part of the nineteenth 
century we began drifting away from 
the Constitution, taking up popular fal- 
lacies, such as the initiative, referen- 
dum, recall, boards, commissions, bur- 
eaus, excess legislation, class legisla- 
tion, election of judges, the long ballot, 
majority-rule legislation, and other in- 
novations. 


It is quite clear that there has been 
little or no difference between political 
parties in this regard. The tendency 
has been general and dangerous. We 
have been swinging from the sound 
statesmanship of representative govern- 
ment in a Republic, toward the deceit- 
ful demagogism of the direct govern- 
ment of a Democracy. 


FALLACY OF DIRECT 
GOVERNMENT 


So long as people permit themselves 
to concede mentally the substitution of 
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HEN HENRY WALLACE and 

Owen Lattimore visited Kolyma 
in 1944, Elinor Lipper was a slave in 
this gold-producing region of Siberia.

“3 STARTED UP. Was it a dream, or 
had someone knocked? There it was 
again, once, twice, three times — a loud, 
harsh, insistent knocking.

I could make out a few inter- 
national words. ‘O-r-d-e-r .. . A-r-r-e-s-t 
... And my name. I was stunned. 

“Instead of taking the elevator they

stared at me, paled and turned away. 
No one greeted me; no one indicated 
that he knew me. 


“I took my last automobile ride 
through the streets of Moscow in a pris- 
on van that carried me swiftly into the 
unknown.

“T was taken to Lubyanka, the central 
NKVD prison in the heart of Moscow. 
Iron double doors opened. The soldiers 
on guard saluted.

I was inside the first of my ten Soviet 
prisons. The first day of eleven years 
of imprisonment had begun.”

from “Eleven Years in Soviet Pris- 
on Camps,” are the prelude to 310 
shocking pages, descriptive of living 
death in the slave labor camps of the 
Soviet Union.

From the moment the victim is arrest- 
ed, she fs kept in constant suspense. 
No matter what is done to her or where 
she is taken, no explanations are given. 
This permanent uncertainty and com- 
plete helplessness in the grip of a silent, 
uncanny power produces in every pris- 
oner exactly what is expected, fear.

OR SEVEN and a half months I sat 


in various Collective Cells without 
being called for interrogation a single 
time, without even having my personal 
data taken down. 


“In my cell I endured what many 
thousands of women endured. The pris- 
on held an average of 30,000 prisoners, 
but it is only one of the five large Mos- 
cow prisons for suspects still under 
examination — that is, persons not 
yet convicted of any crime. 


“As I heard my fellow prisoners’ 
stories, I realized that all these people 
were as innocent as I was. In the eyes 
of the interrogators, however, the de- 
fendant was always guilty. Once arrest- 
ed, there was no escape.”

Separated from the Collective Cell 
by a small courtyard were the offices 
of the examining judges. The following 
incident is typical of many more related: 


Darkness fell and there was heard 
steadily mounting shrieks and screams, 
and the voices of interrogators, shout- 
ing curses at their latest victims. Then 
the dead silence which continued for a 
few minutes was suddenly pierced by 
a clear, pleading cry: “Comrades, com- 
rades!” The cry grew louder and more 
hopeless: “Comrades, comrades!” 


The prisoners in Miss Lipper’s cell 
listened, choked with fear and pity. 
Then the same voice started calling 
out: “Mama, mama, my head!” A few 
peasant women in the cell crossed them- 
selves. “Mama, my head ... ” 


The man had used the term “Com- 
rade” when his torturers began beat- 
ing him. He knew no other word to 
use, even when they fell upon him like 
beasts. Finally, hope abandoned, in 
utter desperation, beside himself with 
terror, he could only think of the one 
who loved him as a boy, his mother. 
“Mama, Mama, Mama!” 


After 14 months of pre-trial impris- 
onment, Elinor Lipper was finally 
charged, and peremptorily convicted on 
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evidence extracted from another pris- 
oner who had been tortured for 18 
sleepless days and nights. 


Her story of Soviet “justice” is one 
with which the free world is now be- 
coming familiar ... but nonetheless, a 
story which chills the blood as the 
reader realizes that such brutal, piti- 
less savagery not only exists in the 
twentieth century, but threatens free 
people in every country of the world.

FTER HEARING her sentence to 

five years “corrective labor,” the 
Author and a silent, motley lot of un- 
happy women were loaded into a cattle 
car in the freight yards — 100 women 
in one car. All the other 28 cars of 
the train were crammed with male pris- 
oners. 


Sometime during the second night, 
the train began moving slowly. The 
prisoners traveled for days, and none 
knew where they were going. A little 
hard-frozen bread and a daily teaspoon 
of sugar was passed out for food. Water 
became a precious luxury, although it 
was usually swamp water and handed 
around in filthy pails. After ten days 
of traveling, nearly all were suffering 
from diarrhea. 


“Once every three days we received 
coal or coal dust for the little iron stove 
in one corner of the car. Then we eag- 
erly filled the stove with our bare hands 
and crowded around the fire, excited 
and talkative. The fire lasted only an 
hour. Then we crawled silently back 
on our planks, each one of us alone, 
a helpless, abandoned creature with 
too few blankets, too few clothes, too 
thin blood to combat the icy Siberian 
winter wind that whistled through the 
car. 


“Only one little old woman, a former 
nun, continued to sit on the floor in 
front of the stove. She had passed 
through many prisons and most of the 
camps in the country. But neither camps 
nor prisons had persuaded her that 
it would be better for her to renounce 
her religion. In her weary, resigned 
old voice she would say, ‘Now I’ve suf- 
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fered almost as much as Jesus Christ. 
Now I will certainly be redeemed soon’.” 


On the thirty-fifth day the train stop- 
ped, the door rasped open and the 
guards shouted, “All of you, get your 
things and get out.” Blinking in the 
unaccustomed full daylight, the pris- 
oners stood on the tracks for a moment. 
They were suddenly surrounded by 
guards with dogs, the men shouting, 
“Get down! Squat! If anyone stands up, 
we will take it as an attempt to escape 
and shoot instantly.” The wolfhounds, 
trained to watch prisoners, tugged at 
their leashes. Soldiers counted the rows 
again and again, with rifles ready at 
fixed bayonet. 


At last the prisoners were marched 
across the tracks and down a highway 
to the Vladivostok transit camp. Here 
the entire day was spent in the square, 
facing a cold November gale with noth- 
ing to eat, being counted, registered 
and recounted. 


About midnight the women were led 
to the barracks. A guard unlocked a 
wooden gate, opened the door and 
vanished. 


“We got no farther than the door. 
The entire floor was strewn with sleep- 
ing bodies. The plank platforms, ar- 
ranged in two tiers along both the long 
walls of the barracks, were bowed un- 
der the weight of the women who lay 
pressed together on them from wall to 
edge. A few kindly women squeezed 
together on the floor to make a little 
room for the newcomers. 


“Few Soviet citizens are fastidious 
as far as bedbugs are concerned. Their 
presence is taken to be in the order of 
nature, for there is scarcely any place 
in the country that is not overrun with 
them. But the bugs in the Vladivostok 
camp made sleep almost impossible 
at night. From the walls and planks 
they came crawling, fell upon the tor- 
mented bodies of the prisoners who 
writhed at the stinging bites and tried 
to catch them. No matter how many 
were crushed, new hordes would renew 
the attack until dawn. 


“In spring, when it got warmer, we 
decided to sleep on the ground outside 
the barrack. And then there took place 
a spectacle that we watched with speech- 
less horror. From the empty building 
the hordes of bedbugs marched in close 
formation, a long, dark, crawling pro- 
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cession crossing the threshold after their 
sickened victims.”

NDERLYING the Soviet system is

To mine the vast treasure of gold in 
the Kolyma region of northeast Siberia, 
whither no one would go voluntarily, 
the NKVD uses the one inexhaustible 
supply of labor in the Soviet Union, 
prisoners. Every day finds hundreds of 
innocent Russian citizens being con- 
demned on pretexts and hustled off to 
the slave labor camps of the north. 


Early in May of 1939 a steamer 
was loaded at Vladivostok with 7,000 
prisoners, among whom was Elinor Lip- 
per, bound for Kolyma. Five hundred 
women were transported on the ship, 
in a separate, partitioned section. 


No member of the ship’s crew ever 
visited in the hold, since a large num- 
ber of the prisoners, both men and 
women, were criminals. A reign of ter- 
ror was the natural result. 


If criminals wanted the clothing of 
a “counter-revolutionary,” they took it. 
If resistance was offered, the victim 
was beaten up or murdered. These were 
the kind of people with whom Miss 
Lipper was thrown on the trip. 


“In 1944 several hundred young girls 
came to Kolyma. They were the so- 
called uwkazniki, sent out here for un- 
authorized absence from a war factory 
or some similar minor offense. 


“The criminals, who formed the great- 
er part of the human freight aboard 
this ship, had an absolutely free hand 
in the hold. They broke through the 
wall into the room where the female 
prisoners were kept and raped all the 
women who took their fancy. A few 
male prisoners who tried to protect 
the women were stabbed to death.” 


When the Author reached Kolyma, 
she was shipped to Elgen, the punish- 
ment camp for women. 


“At the entrance to the small — | 


ment we were greeted by a wooden, | 
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| red letters was the inscription: ‘Long 
| live the great Stalin.’ That made us feel 
| at home immediately. We might be 

ragged, hungry, lousy and frozen, but 
the great Stalin was with us wherever 
we went.”

O OTHER VISIT aroused so much 


excitement as that of Henry Wal- 
lace and Owen Lattimore during the 
war. Miss Lipper describes in detail 
the stay of these two distinguished

guests” in the regions of the damned. 


She says: “Henry A. Wallace’s book, 
‘Soviet Asia Mission,’ is typical of the 
superficial and unprincipled reports 
made by foreign visitors who, after a 
brief stay, think they are equipped to 
tell the truth about the Soviet Union. 


“He speaks with admiration of the 
mushroom growth of Magadan whose 
first houses were built 12 years ago.

Miss Lipper recalls that Wallace wrote 
about Nikishov, commander of the area, 
saying he “gamboled about, enjoying 
the wonderful air immensely.” 

“Tt is too bad,” she writes, “Wallace 
never saw him ‘gamboling about’ on 
one of his drunken rages around the 
prison camps, raining filthy, savage 
language upon the heads of the exhaust- 
ed, starving prisoners, having them 
locked up in solitary confinement for 
no offense whatsoever, and sending them 
into the gold mines to work 14 and 16 
hours a day, at no matter what human 
cost.”

“If his report to the Office of War 
Information was in substance the same 
as this article, the office could scarcely 
have profited by his work. Since it 
cannot be assumed Lattimore is natur- 
ally a poor observer, he must on his 
trip have voluntarily refrained from 
making use of his talent for observa- 
tion. Instead of telling what he saw, 
he handed out unexamined Soviet pro- 
paganda.”

Lattimore wrote: “From the air we 
could see that prospecting shafts had 
been sunk at intervals in long lines 
across the country.” 


Miss Lipper replies: “It is remark- 
able that Dr. Lattimore did not see, 
near these prospecting shafts, the high 
palisades of the concentration camps.” 


Lattimore wrote: “The scientific tradi- 
tion continues, with the difference that 
the Soviet scientist no longer works as 
a lonely exile, but with the organized 
support of the government.” 


To which Miss Lipper replies: “How 
true! There are no more ‘lonely exiles’ 
in Siberia; they have thousands and 
tens of thousands of companions.”

MRS. WINROD speaking: The set- 
ting of this book is quite lengthy but 
holds the reader’s interest until the main 
character, “The Big Fisherman,” is in- 
troduced. 


Simon Peter, famed apostle of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, changes from a rug- 
ged, boisterous fisherman into a char- 
acter of mixed emotions. At times feel- 
ing all important in the service of his 
Lord and Master, then at other times 
depressed because he is of so little 
importance as a man among men in his 
own community. 


Finally toward the end of the story, 
he becomes conscious only of trium- 
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phant living for Christ. He approaches 
martyrdom and death victorious over 
this present world, looking forward to 


being with his Lord. 


A summary of the story is as follows: 


King Aretas of Arabia dealt fairly 
with the restless, reckless, competitive 
tribesmen who were distinguished 
throughout the East for the brevity of 
their tempers and the dexterity of their 
knives. He was respected for his re- 
lentless administration of justice to rich 
and poor alike. His motherless daugh- 
ter, Arnon, was popular for her beauty. 


Twelve counsellors shared the King’s 
confidence. Lideran was the Chief of 
the King’s Council. His eldest son, Zen- 
di, was in love with Arnon. 


King Aretas and his counsellors were 
puzzled by a letter from King Herod 
of Judea. For more than fifteen cen- 
turies, Arabs an dJews had been foes. 


In answer to Herod’s request, King 
Aretas with caravan went to the famous 
old city Petra. This city, encircled with 
stone mountains, formed a natural fort- 
ress which had two gateways. On the 
West, a deep worn camel trail began 
its ambling toward distant Gaza and 
to Damascus. The path from the South 
gateway led to the Red Sea. 


Arabians invaded this fertile valley 
five hundred years before. At small 
cost to themselves, they had taken over 
the rich old city. After two generations, 
the Arabians sold Petra to the Greeks. 


When King Aretas returned from his 
trip, Arnon noticed how worried her 
father looked. He explained that Ro- 
man oppression made it seem necessary 
for a royal marriage between Arabs 
and Jews. Herod had suggested that his 
son, Herod Antipas, marry Arnon and 
make a two-nation military display of 
the wedding at Jerusalem. 


Arnon and Zendi were truly in love 
but their Arabia came first. Zendi was 
dispatched to far-away Corinth on busi- 
ness, 


Herod as a wedding gift, made his 
son ruler of Galilee. Herod’s wife ex- 
plained to Arnon that her son Antipas 
was a restless fellow. He spent some 
time at the Galilean embassy, but more 
of it at his new villa on the western 
shore of Lake Gennesaret in Galilee. 
He also made occasional trips to Rome. 


Arnon stayed at Jerusalem where she 
gave birth to a daughter whom she 
named Fara. 


When King Aretas learned that his 
daughter, a princess both in Arabia 
and in Judea, was being ignored by 





Antipas, he requested that she and Fara 
be brought home immediately. 


King Herod realized that he could 
not afford to have Arabia angered so 
ordered his son to return with Arnon 
to her country. 


Antipas was a likeable fellow in some 
ways and was respectfully received by 
the Arabians who were uninformed re- 
garding his past behavior. But he soon 
grew restless and wanted to make a trip 
to Rome. Arnon went with him, leaving 
Fara, her daughter, to be cared for in 
Arabia. 


Arnon was unhappy attending many 
banquets where the guests were half 
drunk. Phillip, elder brother of Anti- 
pas, was also disgusted with the revel- 
ries of Rome. His wife, Herodias, how- 
ever, liked the things Antipas liked and 
decided to marry him. Arnon and An- 
tipas came to a parting of their ways. 
Arnon returned home taking with her 
a Greek slave girl, lone, whom Antipas 
had bought to be a nurse and teacher 
for Fara. 


Ione taught Fara Greek which was 
the leading language of the day. For 
in those days, Romans were taught by 
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their slaves, who they acknowledged as 
intellectual superiors. 


A vow was made in Arabia that Herod 
Antipas must be killed. It was written 
on paper and placed on the Council 
Table to remain until fulfilled. 


When Arnon died, her daughter Fara 
was sixteen years old and in love with 
Voldi, son of Misma, who had become 
Chief of Counsellors after Lideran’s 


death. 


Fara knew that she, being half Jew- 
ish blood, would be a hindrance to 
Voldi who was fitted to become the next 
King of Arabia. She decided to fulfill 
the vow she had signed with her own 
blood when she had accidentally found 
the paper upon the Council Table on 
her twelfth birthday. 


Only Ione knew that Fara cut her 
hair, dressed as a young man and with 
her horse, Saidi, which Zendi had given 
her, was on her way to find her father. 


As Fara neared Hebron, she found 
herself in a crowd listening to the 
prophet John the Baptist, say, “If any 
peace is to bless this sick world, salva- 
tion must come to its people. For ex- 
cept you repent, you shall perish! It 
is so decreed! God has spoken! Indeed, 
He is now here.” John, perceiving Fara’s 
inner conflict, said “Vengeance belong- 
eth only to the Lord.” 


Simon, son of Jonas, was a rugged 
fisherman of note in his community. 
He owned three fishing boats, “The Abi- 
gail,” “The Sara” and “The Rachel.” 


Andrew and John, sons of Zebedee, 
were two of his helpers. John, the 
younger, caused Simon much concern 
by going often to hear the teachings 
of the prophet, Jesus of Nazareth. One 
day John came back to the fishing 
boats bringing with him a very tired 
lad who had also been listening to 
Jesus. Simon took the weary lad home 
with him to Hannah, who he knew 
would see that he got rest and food. 


Simon’s mother-in-law soon learned 
that the lad was a young lady and she 
helped Fara dress in clothing that had 





belonged to her daughter Abigail, Si- 
mon’s wife, who had died the year 
before. Hannah and Fara became good 
friends and often went together to hear 
Jesus. 


David Zadok, a prominent lawyer, 
lived in a palace on a hill near Simon’s 
humble dwelling. This wise and under- 
standing man looked beyond the rugged 
exterior of the Big Fisherman into a 
heart that had capacity for greatness. 
David and Simon were good friends. 


Thus Fara came to know and trust 
David Zadok. She confided to him her 
story. David had connections with the 
palace of the Tetrarch of Galilee and 
by letter secured a position for Fara in 
the house of her father. Her father was 
in Rome at the time Fara lived in the 
Galilean palace. 


She learned that John the Baptist 
was in the palace prison and visited 
him before he was ordered beheaded by 
Antipas at the request of Salome. Sa- 
lome had been influenced by her moth- 
er, Herodias, who was now wife of 
Antipas. 


Fara returned to Simon’s household 
to care for Hannah who was sick unto 
death. Jesus came and healed her. 


Simon, the Big Fisherman, became 
a follower of Jesus and acknowledged 
Him as the Son of God. 


I shall quote in the words of the 
Author a small portion of his char- 
acterization of Simon Peter. 


* ‘Simon!’ Hannah cried, hurrying 
to meet him. ‘What a storm! And what 
a day you have had! How proud you 
should be!’ 


“He laid a big hand on her shoulder 
affectionately. ‘Proud?’ he said soberly. 
‘About what?’ 


“ ‘How you took charge of that crowd 
at Jairus’ house! The neighbors have 
been talking about it. Many of them 
were over there. How happy you must 
have been to be of so much help to 
Jesus! Do tell me more about him!’ 


“Impulsively, for he had not planned 
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to confide any of his recent experiences, 
Simon began, haltingly at first, to tell 
Hannah how he had been forced to 
abandon his prejudices and admit the 
miraculous power of the strange young 
man from Nazareth. He told her about 
the blind baby. He told her how Jesus 
had summoned him in the early morn- 
ing, to be His friend and helper. It was 
a moving story, and when he had ended 
it Hannah’s eyes were full of tears. 
There was a long silence. 


“ ‘But it is not easy, Hannah,’ mur- 
mured Simon, shaking his head. ‘Fol- 
lowing Jesus is not easy.’ 

“*Tell me,’ she entreated softly. 


“With averted eyes, he slowly unbur- 
dened himself of the disappointments 
and humiliations he had suffered. He re- 
viewed the events of the day at Jairus’ 
mansion; the exaltation he had felt 
when Jesus had looked to him to con- 
trol that dripping selfish mob of curi- 
osity-seekers; the strange sense of power 
that had come to him; and the dismay- 
ing rebuff that had sent him plodding 
off alone through the mud, plainly 
aware that after all, he was nobody! 


“Hannah’s eyes lighted with sudden 
understanding. 


“ “Simon!” she exclaimed. ‘Has it not 
occurred to you that Jesus may be want- 
ing you for seme great service? Maybe 
he is training you for it! You know! 
the way they train soldiers, to endure 
hardship, and learn to obey and ask 
no questions! the commander gives them 
heavy packs to carry, and long marches 
and they are not told where they are 
going or why! Why don’t you go out 
with your fleet for a few days and get 
this all off your mind?’ 

“IT don’t even want to do that!’ 
rumbled Simon, dejectedly. 

“ ‘That’s part of the trouble, Hannah. 
Even my ships mean nothing to me any 
more. / am this man’s captive!’ 

“Hannah’s intuition told her that 
Simon would never be the same again.” 


Jesus named him Simon Peter. The 
name Peter means Rock. Peter‘s faith 
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became like unto a Rock. Christ’s Church 
was to be the outcome of such Faith. 
Peter’s whole soul went out in service 
for Jesus. His fishing boats became 
useful as Christ’s greatest ministry en- 
tered around the Sea of Galilee. 


Fara was one of the witnesses of the 
events of the trial and crucifixion of 
Christ. Back in Arabia, Voldi had been 
frantic when Fara disappeared. Ione was 
sworn to secrecy so gave no word of 
explanation. Grief stricken, she placed 
a package in his hands as he left in 
search of Fara. When he opened it the 
next day as Ione had instructed him, 
he recognized the cut locks of hair and 
knew to search for Fara dressed as a 
young man. 


Voldi met many interesting personal- 
ities during the search. They enlighten 
the reader as to the events and _ phil- 
osophies of the people of this period 
of history. He fulfills the vow of ven- 
geance that Fara made. Antipas is killed 
as he rides in a caravan enroute to Gal- 
ilee from Rome. Voldi and Fara meet 
as they are each returning to Arabia.

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t ee DAYS of the early Church were 
days of revival. Nothing but re- 
vival will solve the problems of the 
world today. In fact, apart from re- 
vival, it is doubtful if there will be 
any Church left. 


All over the world there are those 
who are crying to God for another 
mighty manifestation of His power. Are 
those prayers going to be answered? 
Will revival come? And if it does, what 
will it be like? Can we do anything 
to bring it about? Can the prayer of 
Psalm 85:6 be answered in our day and 
generation? “Wilt thou not revive us 
again: that thy people may rejoice 
in thee?” 


Our eyes are upon God. He alone 
can revive His people and when He 
does, there will be joy the like of which 
the Church has not known for a gener- 
ation. 


WHEN DO WE NEED REVIVAL? 


May I ask and answer some pertinent 
questions. First of all, when do we 
need revival, or to make it more per- 
sonal, when do you and I need revival? 


When we have lost our first love, 
then we need revival. 


Do you remember, my friend, when 
you were first saved? Do you recall 
your love for souls, the realization of 
the presence of God in your life? Do 
you remember how you loved to pray 
and testify and sing the Gospel songs? 
Do you recall how thrilled you were 
to lead someone to Christ? 


How eagerly, in those days, you 
worked for the Lord; how delighted 
you were to do something for the Lord! 
How you loved to read the Word! But 
what about today? Do you no longer 





feel the thrill? Has the joy departed 
from your heart? Are you neglecting 
prayer? Has that first love died and 
is everything now commonplace? If 
that is so, then you need revival. 


When you have lost your burden for 
souls, then, too, you need revival. Is 
it possible that you are on your way 
to heaven while your loved ones are 
lost, and is it true that you have no 
burden, that your eyes are dry? 


What about your father and mother, 
your sons and daughters, your wife, your 
husband? Are you saved and are they 
lost and yet is there no burden? 


If I knew that I had a son or daugh- 
ter who was not saved, I do not know 
how I could eat or sleep. I would take 
hold of the horns of the altar and never 
let go until they were saved. 


My eyes would be filled with tears 
and my heart with sorrow. 
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My eldest son was saved when he 
was nine years of age. His mother and 
I led him to Christ. I will never forget 
the way he wept under conviction after 
one of my messages and how he came 
to us when we got home, his eyes red 
with tears, telling us that he wanted 
to be saved. He was saved at his bed- 
side. He is now specializing in medi- 
cine in the General Hospital, Toronto, 
and is still out and out for his Lord. 


My daughter was saved when she 
was ten years of age. She, too, was 
led to Christ as her mother and | 
knelt beside her at her bedside and she, 
too, was convicted of her need of sal- 
vation. She now has two little children 
of her own, and is still going on for 
the Lord. 


My youngest son, who is now a Bap- 
tist evangelist, was saved when he was 
barely more than five years of age. I 
was preaching in Massey Hall, Toronto, 
that great auditorium seating at that 
time three thousand four hundred peo- 
ple, and I gave the invitation. I saw 
my little five-year-old son coming con- 
fidently down the aisle, with a very 
determined expression on his face, to 
kneel at the altar, and accept the Lord 
Jesus Christ as his Saviour. 


SOUL BURDEN NEEDED 


I cannot understand how any min- 
ister can be satisfied to preach a Gos- 
pel sermon and then pronounce the 
benediction and go home without giv- 
ing the people an opportunity of ac- 
cepting Christ as Saviour there and 
then. 


How a minister can go on, Sunday 
after Sunday, without seeing anyone 
walk down the aisle to be saved, is be- 
yond me. A lawyer is out for a ver- 
dict, so is a minister, and if he is not, 


he should be. 


All during the years of my ministry 
I have given the invitation. Sunday night 
after Sunday night I have invited men 
and. women to come forward and enter 
the Inquiry Room to accept Christ, and 
very seldom have I been disappointed. 


Sometimes when the going is hard 
I have seen my personal workers all 
over the Church with bowed heads, 
until there was a break. Then I have 
seen their faces light up with the joy of 
the Lord as they prepared to go to the 
Inquiry Room to deal wtih seekers. 
They anticipated results and they were 
not disappointed.

hands, the prayers of many hearts, and the financial

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From the moment I announce my 
message I expect that when I give the 
invitation, some will respond. 


My friend, if you do not have a bur- 
den for souls let me say again, you 
need revival. If you are satisfied to 
go on year after year without results, 
there is something wrong. 


WHAT WILL HAPPEN 


Now I come to my second question, 
“What will happen when revival 
comes?” 


There are ministers, Christian work- 
ers, and Churches that do not want re- 
vival. They are afraid of what may hap- 
pen. They are afraid of fanaticism. 
They abhor interruptions. 


They prefer a formal Church service 
with each item carefully typewritten 
so that the service will go through 
from beginning to end in a dignified 
way and close right on the dot. Re- 
vival, they know, will break into their 
order of service. They have read enough 
about revivals to know that when re- 
vival breaks out, there are always in- 
terruptions. 


The Acts of the Apostles is a book 
of interruptions. There were uproars 
and commotions of one kind and an- 
other continually. Nothing seemed to 
go as planned. Both Peter and Paul, 
and even Philip, experienced such up- 
heavals, such interruptions, such mira- 
cles, that they scarcely knew what to 
expect next. In revival there are bound 
to be interruptions. 


Revival is first of all for the people 
of God. It is not primarily for the un- 
saved but never has there been a revival 





without the unsaved being brought to 
Christ. Yet revival primarily has to 
do with the Church and with God’s | 


own people. 


You cannot revive a fire after it has 
gone out. There must at least be a 
spark still remaining and if you blow 


on that spark you may rekindle the 
fire, but if the last spark has gone out, 
then there is no hope. You must start 
a new fire. 


So it is with revival; there must be 
something to revive. The dead cannot 
be revived, they have to be awakened. 
But the Christian who is alive can 
be revived, hence revival commences 


with the people of God. 


But it is not very long, if God’s 
people have been set on fire, before 
the children of Satan will gather round 
the fire. Nothing attracts like fire. Peo- 
ple will run from all directions to see 
a house on fire. So it is with revival. 


When the Church is truly aflame, 
the world will be attracted. Hence re- 
vival, while it has to do first of all 
with the Christian, always results in 
the salvation of souls. The Psalmist 
cried, “Wilt thou not revive us again,” 
emphasizing the word “us” and refer- 
ring, of course, to God’s people. 


SALVATION 
Souls, I say, will be saved. There 


will be conviction. Sin will become 
dreadful, awful, terrble. Oh, for the 
conviction of days gone by! How light- 
ly we look upon sin today! How hor- 
rible it is in the sight of God! We need 
revival to bring back a sense of the 
awfulness of sin. Hence there will be 
conviction and salvation. Souls will 
be saved. 


I spoke a little while ago about the 
power of God, for that is what revival 
is — the manifestation of God’s power. 
“Ye know not the power of God” is 
one of the most striking statements 
in God’s Word. How true it is today! 


When have we been able to say at 
the close of a service, “The power of 
the Lord was present?” Our services 
oftentimes are so cold, so formal, so 
ordinary, that there is no evidence of 
Ged’s presence whatever. “They were 
all amazed at the mighty power of 
God.” When, I ask, have we been 
amazed? What happens in our serv- 
ices to cause amazement? When last 
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| did we witness a manifestation of God’s 
power? Have we ever been amazed? 


Do we know anything about it, or 
are these experiences of the early 
Church foreign to us? 


Do you know that when a revival is in 
progress, the very atmosphere in the 
community seems charged with the pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit. 


It was so in Kentucky where I preach. 
ed, as strangers approached the place 
of the meetings. As soon as they got 
within a certain distance there was a 
strange, mysterious atmosphere which 
I cannot explain. 


They were sobered before they got 
to the building and as they approached 
nearer and nearer, they became increas- 
ingly conscious of God’s presence. 
They knew that God was there. 


JUDGMENT 


When there is revival, there is judg- 
ment as well as salvation. Read if 
you will, the histories of the revivals 
of the past. You will discover that 
when men deliberately rebelled against 
the Spirit of God, that they were often- 
times struck down in judgment, some- 
times with death, as in the case of 
Ananias and Sapphira. 


Charles G. Finney had that experi- 
ence again and again. There are dis- 
plays of God’s power in judgment, as 
well as in salvation, during revival 
days. 
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Wesley was almost a daily witness 
of such occurrences. People were smit- 
ten down before his eyes and more than 
one was judged on the spot. It is 
dangerous to tamper with the work 
of God in days of revival. God lives, 
and in times of revival, people know it. 


Well do I remember a story related 
by Fred Clark during the campaign 
held in my Tabernacle in Toronto, 
known as the Clark and Bell campaign. 
Mr. Clark told about a saloon keeper in 
a certain town in the Old Land who 
had opposed the revival most vigor- 
ously because his customers were leav- 
ing him. One night the saloon keeper 
decided to denounce the evangelist. 


Mr. Clark had been trying desper- 
ately to find a text but the only 
passage that kept coming to his mind 
was, “Set thine house in order: for thou 
shalt die and not live.” Again and 
again he turned from it and sought 
to find another but could not. Finally 
he decided to use it. 


When the time came to preach he 
announced it but the moment he did 
so the saloon keeper sprang to his feet 
and let out such a volley of oaths 
that everyone was petrified. Suddenly 
he paused and the next moment there 
was a gurgling sound in his throat. 
Presently he started to cough; blood 
flowed from his mouth and the next 
moment he was on the floor — a corpse. 


So striking was this act of judgment 
that almost everyone who was unsaved 
that night sought the Saviour. 


EXPANSION 


Now let me say that when revival 
comes more will be accomplished in a 
few weeks than in years through or- 
dinary Church work. 


When I was holding nation-wide cam- 
paigns in Great Britain, after having 
preached in the larger cities of Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland, I went to 
Wales and of course I was tremen- 
dously interested, as I ministered there, 
for I remembered the revival of 1904. 
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I was a student at the time in Mani- 
toba College, Winnipeg, but the echoes 
of that mighty revival were carried 
across the Atlantic and my soul was 
fired as I heard and read of what God 
was doing in Wales. I went to see Evan 
Roberts, the man so mightily used dur- 
ing the Welsh revival. He lives in a 
humble home near Cardiff and spends 
most of his time reading. 


It seems as though God picked him 
up and used him, as He has seldom 
used anyone, for a few years and 
then permitted him to relax into a very 
ordinary life. 


His name is known to millions. 
Today he is an old man, seldom seen 
or heard. A little while ago I received 
a letter from him in his own hand- 
writing. How I gloried in his ministry 


of 1904. 


I discovered that twenty thousand 
souls were converted and joined the 
Churches of Wales in five weeks. Can 
you tell me where in the United States 
of America, the Dominion of Canada 
or Great Britain, the ministers of all 
the Churches could win twenty thousand 
converts and get them to join their 
Churches within a period of five weeks? 


You know it has never been done 
through the ordinary channels of Church 
work, but it happened in Wales — 
twenty thousand new members added 
to the Churches in five weeks. 


Do you know how many Church mem- 
bers there were in the United States 
of America when Charles G. Finney 
commenced his great revival work? 
There were then two hundred thousand. 
In the whole of America, only two 
hundred thousand Church members. But 
do you know how many there were 
when he finished his work a few years 
later? There were over three million. 


Yes, within the ministry of one man, 
three million! What a miracle! Can 
you tell me where such results could 
be duplicated? Js it not true that special, 
amazing and extraordinary power is 
released by revival? 


When Finney held his campaign in 
the city of Rochester, New York, it 
is estimated that one hundred thousand 
people joined the Churches. Think of 
it, as a result of that one campaign, 
which of course became a revival, one 
hundred thousand accepted Christ and 
became members of the Churches of 
Rochester! How can such results be 
produced apart from revival? 
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When the early Methodist preachers 
came to Canada and the United States, 
they did not come as pastors. They came 
as mighty revivalists and wherever they 
went, they kindled revival fires. The 
results — ten million Methodists in 
the United States today, mainly the 
result of the revivals of the early Meth- 
odist preachers.

BACKGROUND OF PRESENT 
CHANGES 


I am sitting, while writing this re- 
port, a few blocks from where Mor- 
rison of Britain, Schuman of France, 
Acheson and several others, are assem- 
bled to shape up the world. 


They are the same type of Fabian 
policy makers who met with Stalin 
at Yalta and Potsdam. They are the 
same thinkers who gave Russia half 
the world because of sentiment for 
Marxist “liberalism” and what they 
expected out of it in power and profit. 


Karl Marx founded the First Inter- 
national and his daughter Eleanor later 
organized the Second. There have also 


been a Third and Kourth. 


The Lenin-Trotsky-Stalin movement 
emerged from this background. So did 
the Fabian Socialist movement of Brit- 
ain and America, the Laski-Attlee- 
Frankfurter-Biddle-Acheson movement. 
The former branch of the Marxist pro- 
gram has headquarters in Moscow and 
the latter in London. 


Both groups are basically opposed 
to the American system. Now the mem- 
bers of the red family are quarreling 
among themselves. Members of the 
Washington branch are no longer prais- 
ing “good old Joe.” 


After the contest broke out between 
the two branches of the Marxist faith, 
our government propagandists shifted, 
just like the shifting of a lever, to 
damning the Moscow group. Now, that’s 
the order of the day! 


And so, followers of the Fabian 
faith are seated in Washington, for 
the purpose of remaking the world.

Reasserting British, French, Indian 
and others’ “rights” to trade with red 
countries, although the United States 
and United Nations are in war with 
them. 


Making Americans understand 
France’s heart is with us, but she cannot 
back Eisenhower because preparedness 
raises cost of living which French work- 
ers will not stand for, and requires 
critical materials France has not got. 
Making us think France is doing her 
part by hanging to her Indo-China em- 
pire (although this makes Asiatics fa- 
vor the Soviet). 


Forbidding United States and “Unit- 
ed Nations” forces to “spread or in- 
p 
tensify the war in Asia.” 


This is turning out to be quite an 
agenda. It is enough to make Americans 
lament that Fabian Marxists were ever 
permitted to sink red claws into our 
government.

men: 


I have brought my Bible with me 
to the rostrum this evening. With your 
permission I shall preface my remarks 
by reading one sentence. James 1:17. 


“Every good gift and every perfect 
gift is from above, and cometh down 
from the Father of lights.” 


The Koch treatment belongs in this 
category. It is a good gift from God 
to man for the relief of pain and 
suffering.

He told the Heaven- 
ly Father that if these thoughts had 
substance in them ... that if a bene- 
ficent Providence was entrusting knowl- 
edge to him for the relief of human 
suffering, he would be careful to give 
God the glory. He would dedicate the 
entire undertaking to Him. 


The new knowledge was imparted. 
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His mind was impregnated with thoughts 
from a source higher than human levels. 
It seemed as though his path was illu- 
minated. He could always see ahead 
and understand the next step to take. 
He also told me about several mysti- 
cal experiences that came into his life, 
which baffled human understanding and 
vindicated the hand of a guiding Provi- 
dence. 


I received a letter a while back from 
a lady in Oklahoma. She told me that 
her son had developed a growth on 
his right cheek. Surgery had been re- 
commended but she and the local doc- 
tor feared the outcome. The family 
had been praying.

The eye was removed. She is blind 
in the left eye today. 
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When the other eye showed similar 
signs about a year later, the parents 
took her back to the same specialists. 
They found that the growth had spread 
and advocated its removal. It showed 
exactly the same symptoms as previous- 
ly noted in the left eye. 


In the meantime, the parents had 
heard about the Koch treatment. They 
brought the child to Detroit. Dr. Koch’s 
examination confirmed that of the Wich- 
ita specialists. Glyoxylide was admin- 
istered on November 25, 1935. The re- 
action cycles were perfect. Progress 
was noted from the beginning.

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ery. His remarks sounded like Morris 
Fishbein might have written the script. 
The young woman’s father was so out- 
raged that he called Hinman on the 
telephone — and received a polite 
brush off. 

We may be seeing in Wichita a pat- 
tern for future attacks in other parts 
of the Country. Fortunately, truth is 
on the side of those who espouse the 
cause of the Christian Medical Research 
League and the American Association 
of Physicians. And truth has a way of 
triumphing in the end! 

Some people think the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau is a public service organi- 
zation like the Chamber of Commerce 
or other business men’s organizations. 
This, most emphatically, is not the case. 
Morris Bealle has exposed its true char- 
acter in some of his writings. Granted 
that it often succeeds in camouflaging 
its true nature and real purposes, the 
fact remains that the name, Better 
Business Bureau, is a misnomer. 

(The name of this family is being 
withheld to avoid bringing possible em- 
harrassment upon the girl ... but it 
can be provided for any serious in- 
quirer. ) 

I rang my friend Rev. D. E. Young 
of Winfield, Kansas, on the telephone 
last Sunday afternoon. Mr. Young has 
been Pastor of the United Brethren 
Church of that city for the last 17 
years. It is no exaggeration to say that 
he is one of the outstanding religious 
leaders of the State of Kansas. 


I told him on long distance telephone 
that I was coming to the Detroit con- 
vention and I asked him for some mes- 
sage to be delivered to the assembled 
delegates. This is what he said: “Tell 
them I was operated on in July 1949 and 
found to have cancer. Tell them that 
the doctors sewed me up and gave me 
only a short time to live.

THE SCHNEIDERMAN CASE 
ACK B. TENNEY, chairman of the 





Fact-Finding Committee on Un- 
American Activities of the California 
State Legislature, is waging a vigorous 
investigation of west coast Communism, 
beneficial to the entire Nation. 


His committee has exposed the shady 
connections of Hollywood with the 
Kremlin, probed Communist infiltra- 
tion of the coastal shipping unions, and 
published invaluable documentary find- 
ings exposing the personnel and activi- 
ties of various Communist fronts. 


The recent arrest of William Schnei- 
derman, chairman of the Communist 
Party for California, is a result of 
Senator Tenney’s persistence and deter- 
mination that the red leader should be 
brought to trial for subversive crimes 
against the people of the United States. 


Schneiderman and eleven other Cal- 
ifornia Communists were arrested under 
the Smith Act, on charges of criminal 
conspiracy to teach and advocate the 
overthrow of the Government by force 
and violence. 


The long-overdue arrest of Schnei- 
derman brings to mind the attempt to 
void his naturalization in 1939. The 
Government rightly contended that 
Schneiderman’s membership in the 
Communist Party for several years be- 
fore his naturalization, contravened the 
provision in the Naturalization Act that 
a candidate for citizenship must have 
shown attachment to the Constitution 
for five years preceding grant of his 
papers. 

Wendell Willkie, Republican candi- 
date for President in 1940, appeared 
as counsel for Schneiderman in plead- 
ings before the Supreme Court at 
Washington. Willkie made two grand- 
stand arguments, averring that to can- 
cel the citizenship of an alien Commu- 
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nist would constitute “a drastic abridge- 
ment of freedom of political belief and 
thought, as well as freedom of speech.” 
He also argued that Communists seek 
to change the Government by peaceful 
process of amendment. 


Willkie’s view was upheld by the late 
Justice Murphy, supported by Justice 
Douglas, Black, Rutledge and Reed. 
They could find in the Communist Party 
no element of “clear and present dan- 


ger ” 


The Smith Act, under which Schnei- 
derman is now arrested again, was on 
the statute boeks in 1939. In uphold- 
ing the conviction of the 11 top Com- 
munist leaders a few months ago, the 
Court seems to have reversed its stand, 
now recognizing that a “clear and 
present danger” does exist. 


On the record, Wendell Willkie and 
Justices Murphy, Black, Douglas, Rut- 
ledge and Reed look bad. Patriots can 
be thankful that there are still patri- 
otic public servants like Senator Ten- 
ney, who are determined to keep Amer- 
ica free from alien domination. 


A METHODIST PARASITE

Greatly to the discomfiture of many 
Pastors and Laymen of the Church, a 
maverick group operates under the name 
of the Methodist Federation for Social 
Action. The outfit is so far to the left 
that its existence is said to gladden the 
heart of Joe Stalin. 


The Federation’s annual meeting was 
held last month in the First Methodist 
Church of Evanston, Illinois ... ad- 
jacent to Chicago. The committee on 
arrangements, whose duty it was to 
prepare an agenda, voted 19 to 2, de- 
manding that the United States im- 
mediately recognize Red China and seat 
her delegates in the United Nations. 


This is sufficient to indicate the harm 
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that can be done by such organizations, 


| parading in the name of religion. The 


Federation has been labeled a Com- 
munist front organization by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities. 


Rev. Kenneth M. Smith of Colorado 
Springs was chairman of the commit- 
tee. The only opposition to the action 
came from Arthur W. Sanders of Mill 
Valley, California, a layman whose son 
is serving in the armed forces. He said: 


“T could not conscientiously vote for 
immediate recognition of Red China 
while we have our boys in Korea giv- 
ing their lives and limbs in this war.”

rections, but in none has its activity 
been more baneful than in the perse- 
cution of a handful of native Americans 
who were tried in Washington, D. C., 
during most of 1944, charged with 


seditious conduct. 


The mass trial ended after eight 
months with the sudden death of the 
presiding judge, during which time all 
the defendants had been impoverished. 


The accusation against the 30 Amer- 
icans who were charged with conspir- 
acy to undermine the morale of the 
armed forces, was only a camouflage to 
protect Communists and cover the crimes 
of some of those high in federal serv- 
ice. It undoubtedly originated in the 
fertile brain of Machiavellian Frank- 
furter. 


The law under which these defend- 
ants were indicted (in Washington, 
D. C., where federal employees served 
on juries), was enacted in June, 1940, 
when the United States was at peace 
with every nation. 


It is known as “the peace time sedi- 
tion law,” and was created at the de- 
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mand of the heads of our army and 
navy for the purpose of prosecuting 
Communist men and women who were 
trying to incite insurrection against our 
armed forces by means of personal 
solicitation and subversive propaganda. 


Instead of proceeding against these 
dangerous Communists, many of whom 
were caught red handed in their sedi- 
tious activities, agents of the Depart- 
ment of Justice were turned loose on 
native Americans engaged in exposing 
communistic activities in our Govern- 
ment. 


These native Americans wanted the 
people to know that Communism was 
supplanting Republicanism and Con- 
stitutional Government in the United 
States, that tyranny was seeping into 
Government agencies; that Roosevelt 
was a tool of the Frankfurter-Hillman- 
Laski gang of Socialists who were con- 
verting the United States and Great 
Britain into Socialistic-Communistic 
countries; and they wanted the people 
to know that anarchy and revolution 
threatened our Country because of the 
conduct of alien elements. 


Why was Felix Frankfurter thus ac- 
tive?

HE DIRECTING force behind the 
steady march of the Truman Ad.

government is Americans for Democrat- 


ic Action (ADA). 
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If there is, today, a central organi- | dle, who used to write poetry for the 


zational clearing house of Socialist | 
| predecessor of the New Masses. His 


propaganda and pressure in the United 
States, the ADA is it. 


While there is still an official So- 
cialist Party, all the impetus of na- 
tional Socialist activity has been trans- 


ferred to the ADA. 


In form, the ADA is a loose con- 
federation of State and local affiliates, 
with a total dues-paying membership 
of 35,000. Deriving two-thirds of its 
revenue from trade union grants, it 
maintains a high-powered Socialist lob- 
by in Washington, which works closely 
with both the Truman Administration 
and Left Wing elements in the Senate 
and House of Representatives. 


Its importance in the White House 
is attested by the fact that President 
Truman named the research director of 
the ADA — David Demarest Lloyd — 
to a position as White House secretary 
and assistant ghost writer of Truman 
speeches. Mr. Lloyd’s real job at the 
White House is to act as liaison be- 
tween the ADA and the Administration. 


Lloyd has had Communist front af- 
filiations, and his aunt, Caro Lloyd 
Strobell, was a part owner of the Com- 
munist newspaper, the Daily Worker. 


ADA’s influence in Congress is shown 
by the surprisingly large number of 
Senators and Congressmen who make 
it a point to be seen in ADA annual 
conventions, and other activities. 


In 1949, the ADA boasted over 30 
Congressional members, although some 
of them were retired by the voters in 


1950. 
Two U. S. Senators, Herbert H. Leh- 


man and Hubert Humphrey are mem- 
bers of the present national board of 
the ADA. Senators Estes Kefauver, Paul 
H. Douglas, Wayne L. Morse, Charles 
W. Tobey, Matthew M. Neely, Warren 
M. Magnuson, Harley Kilgore, and 
James E. Murray, and former Senator 
Frank P. Graham, have participated in 
its activities. Representative Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, Jr., is a national vice 
chairman. 


Current ADA National Chairman is 
former Attorney General Francis Bid- 
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Communist magazine, Liberator, the 
wife was listed at the time as one of 
the owners of the Liberator. 


However, the real “works” in the 
organization is the trade union team 
of Walter Reuther and David Dubinsky, 
both ex-Communist fronters and long- 
time members of the Socialist Party. 
Reuther and Dubinsky supply most of 
the financing of ADA. Their word 


is law in regard to policy. 


ADA has taken an official stand in 
favor of the following Communist-sup- 
ported objectives: (1) abolition of the 
Committee on Un-American Activities; 
(2) defeat of the McCarran Act; (3) 
abolition of loyalty tests for Federal 
employees, except in defense establish- 
ments; (4) establishment of the right 
of maintenance of Communist organi- 
zations among students; (5) condemna- 
tion of the FBI; (6) full support of 
the policies of Dean Acheson as Sec- 
retary of State; (7) recall of General 
Douglas MacArthur before President 
Truman took that step; (8) American 
recognition of Communist China; (9) 
no aid for Chiang Kai-shek; (10) no 
aid to Spain. 


In regard to Soviet Russia, ADA is 
for an American policy of appease- 
ment. In its 1950 platform, it declared 
“Our policy must not be directed against 
the Soviet Union.” It asserted that 
“we do not despair of the possibility 
of existing peaceably in the same world 


with the USSR.”

MARTIN DIES WAS RIGHT 
ORMER CONGRESSMAN Martin 


Dies of Texas asserts that the sal- 
vation of the United States depends 
upon getting rid of the New Deal ad- 
ministration, which coddled the Com- 
munists and built Russia to its present 
stature as a world menace. People will 
heed Mr. Dies because they know, not 
only that he is right now, but that he 
was right many years ago when few 
voices but his own were raised against 
the Communist peril. 


Mr. Dies was the first chairman of 
the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. He was a member of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s party, but he would not 
take orders from the White House to 
lay off the Communists. 


He went after Communists wherever 
he found them, and he came up against 
a great many within the administration 
itself. He found that the White House re- 
garded them sympathetically. The Pres- 
ident assured Mr. Dies that Commu- 
nism was no menace, that several of 
his best friends were Communists and 
that Russia was America’s natural ally. 


Mr. Roosevelt already had three good 
reasons for soft pedaling Communist 
influence. (1) An important segment of 
his political following was permeated 


with it. (2) It had infiltrated his ad- 
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ministration. (3) He and his wife were 
by temperament receptive to it. 


A fourth reason why Roosevelt de- 
sired silence on the subject, was that 
he was determined to take the Country 
to war and would have to accept Russia 
as an ally. 


But Mr. Dies could not be dragged 


away from the trail. 


He was therefore subjected to such 
a campaign of organized vilification 
by the administration as has been di- 
rected against no foe of Communism 
since, with the exception of Senator 
McCarthy. Mr. Dies never retreated. 
His charges were never controverted. 
Only when his health became impaired, 
forcing his temporary retirement from 
Congress, did he abandon his fight. 


Now, with his health restored, he 
finds himself in the enviable position 
of a man who was right from the be- 
ginning and is acknowledged to have 
been right. Vindication has rarely been 
provided with such rapidity by events. 
The intentions of Russia toward the 
United States are now clear to every 
American — even to the administration 
which fought Mr. Dies every step of 
the way. 


The Hiss, Coplon, Wadleight, Harry 
Dexter White revelations, together with 
innumerable others, have demonstrated 
the Communist treachery within the 
government. 


The signs are that Mr. Dies is on 
his way back to Washington. Once 
back, he will find plenty of work to 
do, helping to drive the Communists 
to cover and to save the Country, for 
Mr. Truman stands in the same rela- 
tion to the Communists as did Mr.

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THE WORLD’S GREATEST BOOK 
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'HE WORLD’S greatest book is the 

Bible. Greatest in its origin, greatest 
in its scope, greatest in its unity, great- 
est in its adaptability, greatest in its 
perennial freshness, greatest in its trans- 
latability, greatest in its indestructibili- 
ty, greatest in its influence, greatest in 
its potency. 


The Bible has been given to us in 
two books, known as the Old Testa- 
ment and the New Testament. The Old 
Testament is made up largely of pro- 
phecies. The New Testament is made 
up largely of the fulfillment of those 
prophecies. 


The Bible has in it 3,566,480 letters, 
810,697 words, 31,175 verses, 1,189 
chapters, and 66 books. The longest 
chapter is the 119th Psalm; the shortest 
chapter is the 117th Psalm. The word 
“and” occurs 46,627 times; the word 
“Lord,” 8,000 times. By reading three 
chapters a day and five on Sundays 
you can read the Bible through in one 
year’s time. 


The Bible contains hundreds of prom- 
ises, and if I were to offer the best 
Bible that money could buy to the per- 
son who could quote five of them, and 
quote them verbatim, and tell me the 
book, chapter and verse, I am not so 
sure that I would have to buy a Bible. 
I think I could cross both hemispheres 
and make a proposition like that with- 
out seriously impoverishing my bank 
account. 


The Bible gives great prominence to 
manhood. The Book of Genesis has 50 
chapters and covers a period of hun- 
dreds of years of human history. Yet 
as a matter of fact one-half of that book 
is taken up with telling us of that great 
character known as Abraham, and one- 
third of it with telling us of Joseph, 
while the story of creation is dismissed 
with less than 800 words. 


The Bible was originally written in 
several languages, over a period of 
1,600 years, and by forty different 





authors. The men who wrote it were in 
varied circumstances and positions in 
life. David and Solomon were kings. 
Daniel and Nehemiah were statesmen. 
Isaiah and Jeremiah were prophets. 
Ezra a priest, Amos a herdsman, and 
Moses was learned in all the wisdom 
of Egypt. Paul was a converted Phar- 
isee; James, John and Peter unlearned 
fishermen; Matthew a tax collector, and 
Luke, a physician. 


The Bible has been translated into 
more than one thousand languages and 
dialects. All Homer had to say has 
been said in 20 languages. All Shake- 
speare wrote has been translated into 
40 languages. All that Tolstoy declared 
to the world has been given in 60 
languages. 


There are only two books in exist- 
ence, aside from the Bible, that have 
been translated into 100 languages, and 
those are “Imitation of Christ” by Thom- 
as a Kempis, and “Pilgrim’s Progress” 
by John Bunyan. “Pilgrim’s Progress” 
has been printed in 118 languages, and 
the “Imitation of Christ” in 103 lan- 
guages, but I would have you note that 
both of these books embody the truth 
of the Scriptures. 


The Bible is divinely inspired. One 
of the strongest arguments in favor of 
its inspiration is its preservation. It 
has survived more battles than all the 
armies of the world. It has been swept 
by more storms than any ocean. It has 
been assailed from the time of its first 
appearance till now. But in spite of all 
its enemies it is still with us today, 
delivering its message of hope and cheer 
and salvation to the uttermost parts of 
the world. 


Voltaire said he could and would 
destroy in a few brief years what it took 
Jesus Christ and his apostles 1,800 
years to establish, but since he made 
that declaration the old printing press 
he used to print his infernal literature 
has been used to print copies of the 
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Word of God, and the old log cabin he 
lived in is now owned by one of the 
Bible societies and has been crammed 
to the roof with Bibles. 


Hume said he had discovered an in- 
strument by which any reasonable mind 
could extricate himself from the super- 
stition and bondage of its teaching. 


Tom Paine said he had cut down 
the trees of paradise and so effectually 
uprooted them that no power could 
make them grow, but Thomas lied about 
it. Since he gave expression to that 
utterance millions of Bibles have been 
printed and disseminated throughout 
the world. 


Every once in a while someone comes 
along and upsets the Bible, but it is 
like a solid cube — no matter which 
way they turn it over, it is always right 
side up. 


Emperors have decreed its extermina- 
tion, atheists have railed at it, agnostics 
have smiled cynically upon it, higher 
critics have carped at it, modernists 
have moved heaven and earth to dis- 
prove it, radicals have ranted and raved 
over it, scoffers have scorned its prom- 
ises, free-thinkers have derided it, devo- 
tees of folly have denounced it. 


But as Dr. Robert Lee has said, “All 
of its enemies have not torn one hole 
in its vesture, nor diluted one drop 





of honey from its abundant hive, nor 
broken one string on its 10.000 stringed 
harp, nor drowned one sweet word in 
infidel ink, nor made dim one ray of its 
perpetual light, nor stayed its triumphal 
progress by so much as one brief hour.” 


As a Book among books, it has 
wrought wondrously upon the thoughts 
and productions of authors and classics. 
The Visions of Dante are largely drawn 
from it, Milton’s matchless songs of 
Paradise are from an inspiration which 
the Bible alone could give. From the 
same source came the immortal dream 
of Bunyan. Scores of others are vastly 
indebted to the Scriptures for whatever 
excellence is found in their works. 


The words of the Bible are the Sword 
of the Spirit. With it General Booth 
and his Army conquered the slums of 
London and made the abandoned to 
cast off their rags and put on the white 
robes of Christ’s purity and become 
soldiers of the Lord. 


Finney proved it to be Word of life 
by arousing dead churches all over the 
state of New York. 


Moody took it across the sea, and, 
preaching its soul-saving truths from 
New York to Edinburgh, from London 
to Aberdeen, won thousands upon thou- 
sands to Christ and brought on a re- 
vival that blesses Great Britain to this 
day. 
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This is the Book that Wesley held 
in his hands when Methodism was born, 
which like a flame burned around the 
world in revival fires. 


This is the Book from whose pages 
Jonathan Edwards brought about - so 
many spiritual awakenings and, preach- 
ing from just one verse, on the theme, 
“Sinners in the Hands of an Angry 
God,” saw 500 converted in one single 
service. 


The Bible is the Book that John Paton 
took to the cannibal islands as his only 
weapon against hate and wrath, islands 
so savage they were feasting on human 
flesh and drinking from the skulls of 
their captives. They were so fierce that 
a tiger would flee their company. 


In closing I shall quote again from 


Dr. Lee: 


“It has controlled the religious opin- 
ions of a large part of mankind for 
nearly forty centuries. It has molded 
character and directed the efforts of 
men whose lives and labors introduced 
new epochs and shaped the destinies 
of nations and turned the course of 
the world’s entire history. It has begot- 
ten and fostered the purest virtue, the 
sublimest manhood, the noblest benefi- 
cence, the sincerest charity, the tender- 
est kindness, and the most blessed saint- 
hood that has ever been upon earth.”

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THE CHRISTIAN VIEW 


OF PROPERTY OWNERSHIP 


By Senator A. W. Robertson ... Of Virginia 


An abridgement of a recent address delivered before 


the United States Senate. 
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R. PRESIDENT. I announced last 
Saturday that I would address the 


Senate today on “The Christian View | 


of Property.” 


Every student of political science 
who has likewise been a student of his- 
tory, is aware that all personal freedom, 
economic security, and social progress 
are keyed to the central meaning of 
property. But there are many in these 
confused times who do not clearly see 
through the shadows that surround us, 
the Christian view of property, or real- 
ize that it is the fundamental aim of 
Communism to destroy that concept, not 
on the battlefield but in the minds 
and hearts of men. 


Those familiar with the Bible and 
who accept it as the revealed Word 
of God, know that there are many in- 
stances in the Old Testament confirm- 
ing the right to own property. 


The Ten Commandments contain two 
specific references to property owner- 
ym First, “Thou shalt not steal;” 
Second, “Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bor’s house, his field, or his manservant, 
or his maidservant, his ox, or his ass, 
or any thing that is thy neighbor’s.” 

Some misguided Christians confuse 
the act of the first Christian Church at 
Antioch, when they pooled their prop- 
erty for the common good, with Com- 
munism, forgetful that the idea was

born out of supreme charity, whereas 
the pooling of property under Com- 
munism is accomplished by force. In- 
cidentally, the property experiment of 
the Antioch Christians failed; and there 
is not another reference to that type 
of property holding in the New Testa- 
ment. 


The history of civilization is the story 
of man’s struggle for the protection of 
his property rights, clearly recognized 
as indicated in the teachings of the Bi- 
ble but likewise recognized in the teach- 
ings of Mahomet, Confucius, and Bud- 
dha. 


Long before the birth of Christ, the 
right to the private ownership of prop- 
erty was recognized in China. Long 
before the birth of Christ, the right 
of private ownership was recognized 
in Greece and by the city-state of Ath- 
ens, which for 900 years dominated 
the then civilized world. 


Before and after the birth of Christ, 
the right of private ownership was rec- 
ognized by statesmen of the Roman Em- 
pire, whose outstanding gift to civiliza- 
tion was Roman law and justice. After 
democracy had been destroyed in Rome 
following the assassination of Julius 
Caesar, the succeeding emperors exer- 
cised the power of life and death over 
their citizens but did not undertake 
to abolish property rights. That did 
occur, however, during the Dark Ages, 
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| when a feudal system, no longer sub- 
| ject to Roman law and Roman justice, 
| suppressed the freedom of private own- 
'ership and with that loss went all 
| other freedoms. 


We now face another period of his- 
| tory in which there is a strong, well- 
organized and determined force bent 
upon the destruction of property rights 
as the fundamental first step to the de- 
struction of all personal rights. 


What begins as an onslaught upon 
the economic and political foundations 
of society ends inexorably as an at- 
tempt to destroy all that Christianity 
is, all that it represents, and all that 
it implies concerning the nature and 
destiny of man. 


It is almost a basic rule of the vari- 
eties of doctrine which promote the 
internal and external uprooting of the 
social heritage of laws and institutions 
in the Western World that the prime 
target of attention, the initial institutions 
chosen for “liquidation,” as a sup- 
posed step to power, is that group of 
rights, relations and practices which 
compose private property. 


As previously indicated, in the Gre- 
cian and Roman civilization before the 
Christian era, the rights of property 
were well established. The great Athen- 
ian philosopher, Aristotle, took the 
position that property is founded in 
the nature of man. He maintained that 
property is necessary both economically 
and psychologically, saying: “How 
immeasurably greater is the pleasure, 
when a man feels a thing to be his own.” 


In making that observation he was 
merely reflecting the viewpoint of Ne- 
hemiah who, when undertaking after 
the Babylonian captivity the rebuild- 
ing of the walls of Jerusalem, provided 
that each man should rebuild the sec- 
tion of the wall opposite his own home, 
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thus enabling him to say after the job 
was completed: “So we built the wall, 
for the people had a mind to work” — 
a simple but very impressive illustra- 
tion of the personal-profit incentive of 
a capitalistic system. 


Feudalism, which carried property 
back to the position it had occupied 
in the earliest days of Mediterranean 
civilization, was ended by Magna Car- 
ta, which explicitly limited the autoc- 
racy of kings and led to the general 
rise of a system of common law in 
England, or a revision of the Roman 
codes in Europe by which the property 
and the persons of men were protected 
from overlord caprice ... 


First. Even though in point of law 
the rights of property are relative, 
subject to litigation and dispute in 
particulars, the institution itself is held 
above argument, as indeed it is also 
in the Constitution. 


Second. Property, its acquisition, its 
employment, its uses and its exchange, 
its transferral and its various forms — 
all involve a stewardship, a responsi- 
bility, and an obligation to observe the 
moral law in every phase of gain or 
ownership. 


Third. Property is a means, not an 
end in itself. As a means, it simul- 
taneously serves the interests of the 
individual, the division of labor in 
society, the improvement of conditions 
of life, and the stimulus to endeavor 
which validly contributes to the well- 
being of mankind. 


Property is thus, like every other 
material value, a form of trust not 
only to be held and developed through 
reason and justice, but to be admin- 
istered in the light of the knowledge 
that men’s acts are judged not alone 
by man but by a higher source. 


Fourth. Property is an object of ap- 
plication of the Golden Rule and must 


| 


be so envisaged. Private property, as 
a claim made by the individual and 
supported or enforced by society and 
law, carries with it the duty that it 


shall not be used against society. Secu- | 


lar laws, as well as the precepts of re- 
ligion, sustain this view. 


Fifth. Property may be regulated 
but not despoiled and it may be trans- 
ferred but not preempted without just 
compensation or rightful processes of 
law. Here perhaps, it may be pointed 
out that the Constitution gives this 
assurance as a bulwark of personal li- 
berty. 


Mr. President, I pause here to refer 
to a story which my distinguished col- 
league, the Senator from Mississippi 
(Mr. Stennis) told me last veer. It 
is a story which carries a great lesson 
to me, and. I hope, to our country. 
T reveat that storv now, because my 
distinguished colleague, the Senator 
from Mississippi. has done me the honor 
of returning to the Chamber early, from 
his lunch, to hear this academic dis- 
cussion. 


The Senator from Mississippi told 
me about a colored man in Mississipni 
who contracted to buy a piece of land 
which would cost him $2.000. In those 
days, $2,000, even in Virginia, was 
real money. That colored man went 
into a lawver’s office to sign the papers 
to the land. He said, “Lawyer, I want 
to pay cash for that little farm I am 
going to buy.” 


“You do?” said the lawyer. “Well, 
wait until I go into my rear office 
a minute.” 


The lawyer went into his rear office, 
called the sheriff on the telephone, and 
said to him, “Sheriff, come to my of- 
fice quick. A colored man in my office 
has just opened up a shoe box and 
has $2,000 in it, and I think you will 


need to investigate that situation.” 
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So a few minutes later the sheriff 
entered in the office, and said to the 
colored man, “I understand that you 


have $2,000 in that shoe box.” 


The colored man said, “Yes, boss.” 


The sheriff said, “I want to know 
where you got all that money.” 


The colored man said, “Mr. Sheriff, 
Mary and me saved that money by 
doing without the things we had to 
have.” 


Mr. President, such a policy would 
cure some of the present inflation. 


Neither religious freedom, nor free- 
dom of speech, nor rights in respect 
to trial and punishment, nor security 
of persons and possessions could sur- 
vive the loss of the rights which make 
up the laws of property. The vacuum 
left by their disappearance would soon 
be invaded and exceeded by the power 
of the State over the economy. 


Mr. President, the fundamental pur- 
pose of this discussion has been to 
clarify, if possible, current thinking 
on three immediate problems: 


First. What is the Christian view 
of property as interpreted in the or- 
ganic laws of our Nation and our 48 
States? 


Second. How is that inherent right 
threatened by Communism? 


Third. When and in what manner 
is government justified in impinging 
upon that right? 


I trust I have left no one in doubt 
as to my conception of the traditional 
Christian view of property or of the 
dangerous and insidious attack being 
made upon it, both here and abroad, 
by Communism ...

WENT TO LIBERIA in 1902 and 

located a place to work back in 
the jungles among the aborigines in 
December of that year. I lived with 
them for four years and two months. 
The name of the tribe’s Chief was 
Tekah. 


The natives called him “god” be- 
cause he was a heathen witch doctor. 
He gave me very little cooperation. In 
his heart there was no peace. I talked 
with him about God. He was confused 
and seemed unable to grasp the con- 
tent of the Gospel. Being conscious of 
his lack of capacity to understand, he 
said to me: 


“Jones, see that old tree out there. 
That’s me. See that young sapling. 
That’s the children of my tribe. The 
old tree cannot change. The young sap- 
ling can be changed to grow like you 
want it.” 


His tribe later went down. After I 
had left there, his life ended in a trag- 
edy. He died as he had lived, in his sins. 


One morning I saw an old gentleman 
coming down the trail, approaching my 
house. He was walking straight as an 
arrow. I spoke to him in the native 
language and said mucaye, “Good morn- 


ing.” He replied in English. I was sur- 
prised. 


I said, “Come in.” 


He sat down and looked around in 
my little house. He saw flowers on 
the table and a little boy sitting at 
the table writing. 


He said to me, “Daddy, have you 
taught that boy to make paper talk?” 


I had never before thought of writing 
as making paper talk. I said, “Yes.” 


He said, “Is that your son?” 
I said, “No, that is your son.” 


“You mean to tell me that is a native 
boy?” 


“Yes. Ask him.” 
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He made inquiry and the boy replied, 
“Yes, grandpa, I am a native son.” 


Then he turned back to me and said: 
“When I was a boy no white man 
could come in this country unmolested. 
But my father told me the time would 
come when the white man would bring 
his railroads and no one would dis- 
turb him. And when that time comes 
I want my children to have knowledge. 
Won’t you come to my part of the 
country and see if a school is not in 
demand? Will you live in Klay (which 
means ‘turn from nothing and let noth- 
ing turn you’). I want you to come and 
see my country.” 


I promised him I would. But several 
months passed and I was still unable 
to make the trip. 


I looked out in the yard one day 
and saw two fine looking young men 
approaching. 


I asked: “What’s on your mind?” 


They said: “Our father has sent for 
you to find out when will you come to 


Klay?” This was in 1906. 


I said: “Tell your father before I 
go back to America I am coming to 
see him.” I gave them a present to 
take to their father. To send a gift 
under those circumstances was to con- 
vey assurances of esteem. The gift that 
I sent was a small hand saw, an item 
which I knew their father would find 
to be useful. They went their way. I 
still did not go to Klay immediately. 


I looked out in the yard another day 
and saw one of the sons coming back. 
I asked him the same question — what 
was on his mind, and he said, “My fath- 
er has sent for you again.” 


We talked quite a while. Then I gave 
him something white, a handkerchief. 
“Take that to your father. Tell him 
that is me. Before I go to my country, 
I will see him.” That was according 
to their custom. They do that in Liberia. 
A gift of something white is like say- 
ing, “This is part of me, my heart!” 
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In January 1907 I took the journey, 
a two days’ walk through jungle trails. 
I came to the old man’s town, a bar- 
ricaded town. Gates were closed at 
night because of tribal wars. 


I found the old gentleman sitting 
in his hammock. I came near and stood 
over him, my gun in hand. “Don’t you 
know me?” I said. 


He got up, put his arms around me, 
and gave me his hammock. I was tired 
and hungry. I told him so. His meal 
was coming and when it arrived, he 
handed it to me. It was in a wooden 
bowl and a wooden spoon with which 
to eat and a coconut shell out of which 


to drink. That was in 1907. 


I knew that I had suddenly become 
the second most important man in Klay 
town because my host was the local 
chief of the Gollah tribe. This means 
that he was a man of great power and 
influence. His name was Pomapora 
(which means in the Gollah tongue, 
“Get your pot ready, the soup is sure”). 


Pomapora took me down where he 
had fought his last battle. He picked 
up the femur of a man, the long bone 
in the thigh, and a skull bone, the 
cranium. He added others to a pile 
of bones that was before us. 


These are human bones I am talking 
about. He stood with his war knife 
over the pile while I photographed 
him. He said: “You see that small 
creek? When I fought this battle, I 
turned the creek from its course with 
the bodies of men, but I don’t want to 
fight any more. I want my people to 
be educated and live in peace.” 


Then he gave me an African robe, a 
conventional act of supreme respect. 
He said: “Take this to America. Tell 
the American people this is a league 
between you and me, and when you 
finish your medical course, you are 
coming back and live with my people 
and teach them of your God and your 
book. The white man is coming and I 
want my children to be able to cope 
with conditions when he comes.” 


I told him: “Very well.” Then he 


said: “I want you to walk around 
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my section here. Pick out any place you 
desire, where you would like to live 
and build a mission station. Notify me 
six months before you come and I will 
have your house already built. I will 
give you all the children from my tribe 
that you want for your mission. You 
will educate them and bring them to 
know your God.” 


I thanked him. Then I told him I 
should be going back now to my sta- 
tion. I had looked all around and found 
no place to establish a mission as desir- 
able as a spot I had seen on the road 
when coming to the town. So I said 
to him: “Come with me on the road, 
and I will show you where I would like 
you to build a house for me.” 


He followed me for a distance of 
about two miles from Klay. I showed 
him the location where I am living now. 
At first he remonstrated, complaining 
that I was choosing a location too far 
into the bush, and he wished me to 
have something nearer. But when I told 
him it would meet my needs satisfac- 
torily, he held his peace. 
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I went back to America, finished my 
medical course and returned to live 
near Klay in 1915, where I have since 
remained and built the mission station, 
whose expansion has been made pos- 
sible by the graciousness of the De- 
fenders’ organization. Pomapora was 
dead when I got back. His oldest son, 
Momokinley, was reigning over the tribe 
in his stead. 


It took me a long time to saw out 
planks to build a six room house. Ele- 
phants were there, tigers, cats, reptiles 
and other wild beasts. I drove them 
away, cleared off a piece of land and 
started life outside of Klay, about forty 
miles from the nearest point of civiliza- 
tion. 


Since that time I have kept up a day 
school for the education of children, 
and Sunday services regularly. Our 
church building is made of native tim- 
ber, mud and a thatched roof. 


Every morning at 5:30 I teach the 
Bible. We speak to Jesus first every 
day. I have toiled on these grounds for 
36 years. It is a healthy spot. Nobody 
has ever died at my station. 
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I was able to lead Chief Momokinley 
and his brother into the light of the 
Gospel. Both of them are now dead 
but while they lived were a great bless- 
ing to our missionary work. 


One of Pomapora’s grandsons, whom 
I took off his mother’s back when he 
was a baby, is now operating one of 
the leading radio stations of the Repub- 
lic and operating a business of his own. 
He is a true Christian. All told, I have 
led to Christ and educated, two of Pom- 
apora’s sons, seven grandchildren and 
two great grandchildren. 


It is beautiful to be there on a Sun- 
day to see the people coming in from 
many directions, to worship with us. 


Just as the old Chief said, the Amer- 
ican white man is there with his rail- 
roads and motor roads, and people who 
once walked naked when I first ar- 
rived, are today enjoying the blessings 
of civilized living. 


I had to do all the reading and writ- 
ing of messages exchanged between the 
people and the government when I first 
went there, and it was so for years. 
But they are now doing their own 
reading and writing, building churches 
and teaching their people the way of 
life. I am happy as I see the prophecies 
of Chief Pomapora materialize. 


I led to Christ and later baptized 
one of the old men, Fahrdegby, who 
was in the Chief’s Council when I first 
went there. A fine man, and when quite 
aged, he came one day to the mission 
to Church, and before leaving said in 
the Gollah language: “Jones, I want to 


talk.” 
I said: “Say on.” 


He stood up in the Church and called 
the attention of the young people who 
were there. He said: “I come to tell 
you something. I am the last one of 
the Council who was here when Jones 
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first came. He did not come of him- 
self. Our Chief brought him. 


“When he came, he promised to edu- 
cate the children. I told him I did not 
believe he intended to do it. But I see 
you with books in your hands now, and 
I do not know what you are saying 
or reading because I cannot understand 
English. He has done what he said. 
I came to let you know that our Chief 
brought him here and he has kept his 
word. 


“Look at my head,” he said. “It is 
getting gray. God is going to take me 
soon but I want you to stay behind 
Jones.” 


Twenty-seven miles north of our sta- 
tion is Bomi Hill, a mountain of iron, 
now being exploited by American cap- 
ital. A new highway has been laid 
down between Monrovia and Bomi Hill 
which passes within ten minutes of our 
place. Railroad lines parallel the high- 
way. 


A new day has dawned for Liberia. 


We are faced out there with the prob- 
lem of seeing that the Gospel keeps pace 
with industrial growth and development.

I saw Pomapora the last time in 


January 1907. 


When I was leaving he drew me to 
his side and every time I think of the 
experience it seems that I feel the 
pressure of his hand holding mine. 


He said, “You are going to your 
home to get medicine. I want you to 
reassure me that you will come back 
and live with my people.” 

While he held my hand, I closed 
my eyes and talked with God. When 
I opened my eyes, I gave him a solemn 
promise. 





I am praying for this 
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He said: “Give me a token.” 
I gave him a fifty cent piece. 


He said: “I am going to make a ring 
out of this, and wear it in memory of 
you. Then when you will finish your 
medical course, you will come and be 
one of us.” 


I bade him farewell. 


The Man of

the night: There stood a man of Mace- 
donia, and prayed him, saying, Come 
over into Macedonia, and help us.” 


(Acts 16:9.) 


In Acts 16:6 we read concerning 
Paul and Timotheus, that, they “were 
forbidden to preach the Word in Asia.” 
In verse 7 we read that “after they 
were come to Mysia, they assayed (were 
attempting) to go into Bithynia: but 
the Spirit suffered them not.” 


Perhaps Paul found it somewhat dif- 
ficult at first to understand the reason 
for the blocking of his way. However 
he was not long in doubt. For Paul 
had a vision in the night, and there 
stood before him a man of Macedonia 
beseeching him, and saying, “Come 
over into Macedonia, and help us.” 


Thus did the Holy Spirit direct the 
feet of His servants. God saw not only 
the man of Macedonia, but he saw in 
Europe, lying beyond, a soil that would 
prove fertile to the Truth; and beyond 
Europe he saw our own land, America, 
in the coming days, the land of the 
Puritans and the land of the open heart 
and of freedom in worship. 


Through Paul, the Gospel first trav- 
elled westward and not eastward. How 
thankful we should be for the man of 
Macedonia, and for the purposes of 
God which sent the Gospel out from 
Jerusalem, westward toward Italy and 
afterwards on to the British Isles, and 
afterwards across the seas. What a 
debt we owe to others!

PROVIDENCE IN JOSEPH’S LIFE 
Gen. 41:56-57; 47:1-7: 50:18-24 











EMORY TEXT: “The steps of a 
good man are ordered by the Lord.” 


(1) KEY WORD OF THE LESSON 
IS “FAMINE.” 


Literature contains few stories more 
beautiful than that of Joseph, the shep- 
herd boy who became Prime Minister 
of Egypt. In his winsome and gracious 
spirit, he is a type of Christ. Nothing 
is recorded to indicate that his conduct 
was ever sordid or low. 


Joseph’s life was dramatic and in- 
tense, with crises at every turn ... 
but he remained steady and faithful 
throughout, glorifying God in faith and 
conduct. His biography (Genesis 37 to 
50 inclusive) offers profitable reading. 


Critics once pointed at Genesis 46:34 


.as a Bible inconsistency. In this passage 


Joseph coaches his brothers, preparing 
them for their interview with Pharaoh 

. advising them to remind the ruler 
that they are herdsmen. Then follows 
the cryptic words: “For every shepherd 
is an abomination unto an Egyptian.” 


Persons searching for flaws in the 
Scriptures assumed the Pharaoh to be 
an Egyptian. Language like that sug- 
gested by Joseph would therefore have 
been disadvantageous to his relatives. 


Archaeology has recently disclosed 
that the ruling monarch was not an 
Egyptian. He was one of the Hyksos 
who had previously invaded the country. 


Josephus says the word “Hyksos” is 
derived from the Egyptian hyk, mean- 
ing “king” and the Arabic sos, “shep- 
herd.” Egypt was ruled by these in- 
vaders, known as “shepherd kings,” for 
approximately 500 years. 


They came from a territory east of 
Joseph’s homeland. When his brothers 
told Pharaoh that “We are shepherds,” 
they endeared themselves to him. 


A similar difficulty once disturbed 
critics regarding the Pharaoh who ruled 
while the Israelites were in Egypt, de- 
seribed by Stephen as another king 
“which knew not Joseph.” (Acts 7:18) 





When this passage is read in the ori- 
ginal, we learn that the word for “an- 
other” is heteros — meaning of a dif- 
ferent kind; and not allos, another 
of the same kind. These words indicate 
that the Pharaoh to whom Stephen 
referred was a different dynasty and 
nationality, than either the Hyksos or 
the original ruling class of Egypt. 


This agrees with Exodus 1:8, a fact 
that archaeological discoveries in Egypt 
has also established. The mummy of 
this Pharaoh may be seen today in the 
Museum at Balak. He was an Assyrian, 
and every feature of his face is different 
from the features of the Pharaoh who 
preceded him. 


There was a long lapse of time be- 
tween Joseph’s day and the date when 
Moses appeared on the scenes, to face 
an Assyrian occupying the throne of 
Egypt. The policies of that ruler were 
unlike those of the Pharaoh who gov- 
erned when Joseph was alive. This is 
the thought conveyed by Stephen. 


Egypt was smitten by a devastating 
famine. Multitudes would have perished 
had it not been for Joseph’s advance 
notice and preparations. Today we face 
a more deadly famine, a spiritual fa- 
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mine, in which souls are perishing for 
want of the bread described in John 
6:33-51. Men of vision and spiritual 
capacities like Joseph, are needed in 
the land. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS GENESIS 
50:20. 


“Ye thought evil against me; but 
God meant it unto good, to bring to 
pass, as it is this day.” 

Joseph graciously rationalized the 
treacherous dealing of his brothers by 
pointing out that they had intended 
evil, but God overruled to accomplish 
a good purpose. His experiences were 
like links in a chain of divine provi- 
dence. 

It often happens that when called 
upon to suffer, God’s children are learn- 
ing lessons of future value. Whether 
suffering adversity or enjoying pros- 
perity, Romans 8:28 is in operation. 
All of Joseph’s black clouds had silver 
linings. 

(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD WANTS 
IRON SAINTS. 


The baseless charge of Potiphar’s wife 
caused Joseph to be thrown into prison. 
No man was ever prosecuted more un- 
justly. It was not an airy, well kept 
prison, presided over by humane men. 


To use his own words, in the Hebrew, 
“T have done nothing that they should 
put me in this hole.” Genesis 40:15. 
Here the victim spent two miserable 
years. 

Psalm 105:18, referring to Joseph’s 
imprisonment says: “His soul entered 
into iron.” Render the passage in our 
language and it reads, Iron entered into 
his soul. 

As a boy, his character tended to 
softness. He was a little spoiled by his 
father. He was too proud of his coat. 
He was full of dreams. But what a 
difference his imprisonment made! It 
put iron in the muscles of his soul 
and gave him strength, power and grip. 


Suffering often does this for God’s 
children. The world is asking today 
for iron sinews of war. God wants iron 
saints.

October 28, 1951 
PEOPLE IN TROUBLE 
Exodus 1:7-14; 2:1-10, 23-25 








EMORY TEXT: “He shall call 
upon me, and I will answer him: 
I will be with him in trouble; I will 
deliver him, and honour him.” Psalm 


91:15. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “BONDAGE.” 


Genesis closes with sunshine. Exodus 
opens with gloom. The scene in both 
cases is Egypt. The descendants of Ja- 
cob had become numerous. A totalitar- 
ian ruler occupied the throne. His stern 
edict against the Israelites appears to 
have resulted from the following facts: 


(1) Sedition was feared. The small 
group of people who were welcomed 
centuries earlier and given the richest 
province of the country, had increased 
in population to the point where they 
posed an internal threat. The court 
feared that in the event of war, they 
might side with the enemy. 


(2) An opportunity to increase the 
treasury by the use of slave labor was 
noted. 


In the first place, humane methods 
should have been tested for solving the 
problem of a growing nation within 
a nation ... remembering that human 
beings, not cattle, were involved. In 
the second place, history indicts dictat- 
orships for trying repeatedly to build 
prosperity on broken lives. We are to- 
day witnessing a revival of this bestial 
system. 


Those who have escaped from slave 
labor camps in Soviet Russia tell har- 
rowing stories, which surpass those of 
the Exodus record. Thousands of fine 
German people from Central Europe 


are languishing in compulsory labor | 


camps of the Ural Mountains in Russia. 
Siberia’s camps are bulging with mil- 





lions of prisoners, similarly sentenced 
to work in gold mines. Their condition 
is beyond description. They have grown 
apathetic, weary, desperate, physically 
and mentally broken. 


Millions of Christians have been sen- 
tenced to this kind of living death for 
no reason except that they were fol- 
lowers of Christ. 


In China there are cries of distress, 
as the Communist regime tightens its 
control over great masses of humanity. 
Thousands of Arabs are in a tragic 
plight, forced to live behind barbed 
wire barricades, having been driven 
from their homes by invading Jewry. 


May the God of heaven, who heard 
the cry of Jacob’s descendants in an- 
cient Egypt, also hear the groans of 
those persecuted by the Pharaohs of 
the Kremlin. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EXODUS 
2:24. 


“And God heard their groaning, and 
God remembered his covenant with 
Abraham, with Isaac, and with Jacob.” 


God always has a remnant of pray- 
ing people, a spiritual nucleus, through 
whom to work. Jesus alluded to this 
group as a “little flock.” While the 
great body of Israelites had apostatized, 
there remained a loyal remnant who 
called on God in earnest. This faith- 
ful minority recognized as the true 
Israel, produced divinely guided lead- 
ership, capable of helping the enslaved 
thousands. 


As ancient Israel was the repository 
of revealed truth for preserving knowl- 
edge regarding the one true God in a 
world of paganism and idolatry, so 
the Church of Jesus Christ is the true 
Israel of modern times. 


And as the great body of “Church- 
anity” has apostatized, so also there 
is a spiritual remnant of Bible-believing 
followers of the Christ whose loyalty 
remains inviolate. God hears their 
groanings and remembers His covenant 
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Israel called out of Egypt, is a type 
of the Church called out of the world. 
The Apostolic definition of the word 
Church is “the called out ones.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: EGYPT TYPI- 
FIES PRE-CHRISTIAN EXPERIENCE. 


The bondage and rigorous toil under 
taskmasters inflicted by Egyptians has 
long been considered a type of the non- 
believer’s experience. Sin is a_heart- 
less slave driver. It is characterized 
by deadly routine, iron oppression and 
complete lack of satisfaction. Happily, 
the bondage of sin is one from which 
any person may escape. 


“You need not look for me down 
in Egypt’s sand,” says the old camp 
meeting hymn, “for I have found my 
place far up in Canaan’s land.” 


LESSON NUMBER THREE 





November 4, 1951 
MOSES MEETS GOD 
Exodus 3:1-15 











EMORY TEXT: “Certainly I will 
be with thee.” Exodus 3:12. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “FLAME.” 


Moses was born in B.C. 1290. Ac- 
cording to Josephus, Egyptian magi- 
cians announced his birth in advance 
to the ruling Pharaoh. This explains, 
in part, why the court ordered male 
infants slain at Goshen. The rise of a 
revolutionary leader from that area 
was anticipated. 


In this respect, Moses was a type of 
Christ — whose destruction in infancy 
was ordered by Herod. After three 
months, when concealment was no long- 
er possible, his mother placed him in a 
basket of papyrus (due to an Egyptian 
belief that the plant offered protection 
from crocodiles) and deposited it 
among reeds near the banks of the 


Nile. 


Pharaoh’s daughter found the child 
and took him to the palace to grow 
up in the midst of riches and splendor. 
But Moses was a patriot and in man- 
hood his heart remained with the peo- 
ple of his birth. 


The life of Moses is divided into three 
equal divisions of 40 years each: (1) 
in Egypt, (2) in Exile, and (3) in 
Sinai. 

Failing in his effort to precipitate 
a revolution by physical force, Moses 
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fled to Midian. There among splintered 
peaks of dark red granite, he looked 
after flocks ... on the “backside of 
the desert.” 


A divine voice spoke to him out of 
the tangled branches of a thorny aca- 
cia bush. The shrub flamed furiously, 
but was not consumed. Dr. Whedon 
remarks that in the Old Testament, any 
personification or manifestation of God’s 
attributes is often called His “angel.” 


In all Scripture, there is no person, 
except the Son of God, in whose per- 
sonality miracles became as_ evident 
as Moses. From his birth to the day 
when God buried him in the wilds of 
Moab, the supernatural was constantly 
manifested. 


The first lesson Moses learned from 
the bush experience was that of rever- 
ence. God is not an ordinary person 
... but it appears that some people 
think so, by the way they take His 
name in vain. It often happens that 
pagans, benighted and without hope, 
out-strip Christians in the matter of 
reverence. 


Moses hid his face in awe and fear. 
Because of the sinful nature of human 
flesh, it quakes in the presence of the 
supernatural. Relief is found only in 
Jesus Christ, who stooped to our level 
and manifested deity in human form. 
Now, it is easy for men to stand in 
God’s presence — through His merit. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EXODUS 
3:1. 


“Now Moses kept the flock of Jethro 
his father in law ... and he led the 
flock to the backside of the desert, 
and came to the mountain of God.” 


The backside of a desert, tending 
sheep, may seem like a queer place 
and occupation for a man of Moses’ 
stature. In solitude, removed from the 
bright lights, daily humdrum and social 
whirl, God is often able to attract and 
hold the attention of His servants. 


Moses had 40 years, of desert still- 
ness for meditation and reflection. It 
was under these circumstances that God 
completely re-made His man and pre- 
pared him for future leadership. 


The deepest revelations have come to 
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such men — Elijah and Amos being 
examples, not to mention Paul, who 
“conferred not with flesh and blood” 
but spent three years in the desert of 


Arabia . 
Patmos. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE INCOM- 
PREHENSIBLE GOD REVEALS HIM- 
SELF TO FINITE MAN. 


“IT AM” in the Hebrew is an alter- 
nate term for “The Lord,” properly 
Yahweh, both being early forms of the 
Hebrew verb to be. Today’s lesson dis- 
closes the fact of Christ’s pre-existence, 
because it was He who spoke to Moses 
from the bush. 


. and John on the Isle of 


This is confirmed by the incident in 
the days of His flesh, when He said: 
“Before Abraham was, I AM.” Thus, 
he identified Himself by the same ap- 
pellation given to Moses. (Exodus 3:14) 


LESSON NUMBER FOUR 





November 11, 1951 
THE WRATH OF GOD 
Exodus 12:30-31; 14:15-22, 31 











EMORY TEXT: “They drank of 

that spiritual Rock that followed 
them: and that Rock was Christ.” I 
Corinthians 10:4. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “GO.” 


Today’s lesson reminds us that the 
wrath of God is as much a fact‘ as 
His love. The Creator of the universe 
is not a weak being, to be defied by 
rebellious humans. His judgments are 
as stern as His love is prevailing. 


The ten plagues visited upon Egypt 
have long been targets for the arrows 
of Bible critics. They have insisted 
that numerous discrepancies and incon- 
sistencies are present, contending that 
the plagues never actually occurred. 


Archaeology, with its keys to the 
language, literature, science and reli- 
gion of Egypt, not only provides us 
with a background to the times of Moses, 
but demonstrates that the ten plagues 
did actually occur. 


Ancient Egyptians were polytheistic, 
with more than 2,200 gods and god- 
desses. They believed in the transmigra- 
tion of souls, and imagined that their 
ancestors existed in many of the beasts, 
birds and reptiles which surrounded 
them. Some animals were deified and 
regarded as sacred. 


So, when Pharaoh suggested that the 
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Israelites remain in Egypt and sacri- 
fice to Jehovah, Moses made the irrefu- 
table reply, “It is not meet to do so; 
for we shall sacrifice the abomination 
of the Egyptians before their eyes, and 
will they not stone us?” (Exodus 8:26) 
In other words, animal sacrifice would 
have been, to the Egyptians, the equiv- 
alent of taking the lives of their an- 
cestors. 

Jehovah multiplied “signs and won- 
ders in the land of Egypt” to the end 
that “the Egyptians shall know that 
I am the Lord.” (Exodus 7:3-5) The 
real conflict was waged between wor- 
ship of the true God, and the pagan- 
ism of Egypt. When the struggle ended, 
Pharaoh was no longer saying, “Who 
is the Lord, that I should obey his 
voice?” 

Archaeology now shows that every 
plague visited upon the Egyptians was 
a direct attack aimed at one or more 
of their false gods. For example, the 
Nile was deified as an object of wor- 
ship. Hymns were sung, and prayers 
and offerings made, to the “sacred” 
stream. When its waters turned to 
blood, this false divinity suffered a 
crushing blow. 

In like manner, the second plague 
brought confusion to Heqt, the cele- 
brated “frog goddess.” The swarms of 
flies were directed against Uatchit, the 
god of flies. When the cattle were smit- 
ten, the people cried in vain to Hathor, 
venerated goddess of cows. 


Their great medical deity was hum- 
bled and helpless in the face of putre- 
fying sores on man and beast. The 
impotence of the Egyptian gods of 
storm, and destructive pests, emphasized 
the folly of idol worship. 


As the series of plagues drew to a 
close, the mighty gods of light, dark- 
ness, and even life itself, were utterly 
vanquished. Powerful, Ra, Horus, and 
Min suffered defeat. 


In like manner, the world is wor- 
shipping false gods today, which will 
eventually fall, leaving their adherents 
empty handed. 
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(2) THE KEY VERSE OF THE LES- 
SON IS EXODUS 14:22. 


“And the children of Israel went 
into the midst of the sea upon the 
dry ground: and the waters were a 
wall unto them on their right hand, 
and on their left.” 


New Testament writers regarded Is- 
rael’s exodus from Egypt as typical of 
the experience of conversion. (See I 
Corinthians 10 and Hebrews 3) 


Conversion is a crisis experience. 
When sin’s domination becomes op- 
pressive, the soul is aroused, restless 
and unhappy. Under the searching min- 
istry of the Spirit, such awakened per- 
sons may considerably amend their way 
of living. 

Sinful habits are sloughed off and 
reformation begun. The Spirit blesses 
such efforts toward righteous living, 
and relief of conscience may be felt, 
but those in this state of religions ex- 
perience are still west of the Red Sea. 


They need to move forward and 
undergo the crisis experience of faith, 
which will put them across the waters 
and in a position to make further 
progress toward Canaan. It is a mis- 
take to neglect “the Red Sea” in re- 
ligious experience. Such persons lan- 
guish in Egypt, subsisting upon the fare 
of slaves, when they might be possess- 
ing a land flowing with milk and honey. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: DELIVERANCE 
COMES THROUGH FAITH. 


Moses had to both trust and obey, 
before the waters moved back. If he 
had merely extended his rod, not be- 
lieving, nothing would have happened. 
The rod was no magic wand, exerting 
a mysterious influence in behalf of 
the one who held it. It was visible 
evidence of Moses’ faith that God would 
do as promised. 


There is something striking and mys- 
terious about the way the waters parted 
and held their place like embankments 
on either side, while Moses and his 
followers passed through. Perhaps Ex- 
odus 15:8 offers a clue, where it is 
said that the waves “congealed,” which 
according to the dictionary definition 
means, “To freeze, to change from a 
fluid to a solid, to coagulate.” 
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information. They are reaching eagerly 
for the truth. 


Their cry will not be silenced. They 
will receive the light because they are 
demanding it. Those who think to keep 
this knowledge from mankind, under- 
estimate the power, the potency, the 
irresistible force of the popular will. 


May I refresh your memory regard- 
ing an event that took place in the 
life of Christ, in the days of His flesh? 


He entered Jerusalem in great tri- 
umph, riding on the back of a colt. 
Crowds thronged about Him. Shouts 
of glad Hosanna pierced the air. 


“Hosanna, Hosanna; Blessed is He 
that cometh in the name of the Lord; 
Hosanna in the highest.” 


There was a great tumult. Artists 
have visualized the incident as the Tri- 
umphal Entry. Throngs greeted the 
Christ. People threw down their gar- 
ments for the beast, that carried the 
Master, to walk upon. Palm branches 
were strewn along the way. 


But the negative crowd was also pres- 
ent. This is always the case when 
something constructive is being done. 
The negative element must always be 
taken into account. Its representatives 
are always on hand. 

The Pharisees demanded a stop to 
all this noise! 

What did Jesus say? How did He 
answer those who demanded that the 
celebration be brought to an end? 


This is what He said: “I tell you, 
if these should hold their peace, the 
stones would immediately cry out.” 


A similar situation exists here. If 
enemies of humanity should succeed in 
silencing the cry for knowledge, on 
the part of those who are seeking 
relief from pain through the discover- 
ies of Dr. William Frederick Koch ... 
they would find other ways. 


The demand is so great that the very 
stones would cry out! 
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
